


To the Hon. H. A. W. Skeen, Judge of the Circuit Court for Lee 


County, Virginia. 


Humbly complaining your orator Daniel B. Miles, a citizen of 
Lee County, Virginia, would respectfully represent and show unto your 
honor as follows. That heretofore in the month of December, 1909, 
he contracted for and purchesed a tract of land of one Boyd D. Miles 
in consideration of certain horse, bridle and saddle valued at about 
8100.00, which tract of land is situated on the south side of Wal- 
len's Ridge near Litton's Store in Lee County, Virginia, containing 
four acres more or less and bounded as follows: "BEGINNING at a 
stake on the southeast corner of the lot at a fence, thence running 
vwestwardly to a branch, thence from the said branch running northward- 
ly with said branch to G. V. Sage's line; thence with said Sage's 
line eastwardly to another branch in the line of the land of Andy 
Harless: thence southwardly with the Harless branch and the said 
Andy Harless line to the BEGINNING." 

Also a pass-way for the said land leading to the public road 
over a way that is now used for that purpose about 120 yards and of 
sufficient width for passage to and from said land to the said pub- 
lie highway. 

Your orator would further represent and show unto your honor 
that he purchased the said tract of land from the said Boyd D. Hiles 
and took possession thereof and fully paid therefor, and the said 


Boyd D. Miles was immediately to make and execute to your orator a 


deed of conveyance, conveying the said tract Gir Lava .46, Your, orator’. 


Your orator went into immediate possession of said land under the 
seid contract end purchase and has made valuable and permanent im- 
provenents thereon. He alleges that he paid to the said Boyd D. Mil6s 
the full consideration thereof and that the said Boyd D. Miles has 
now refused to maxe to your orator a deed for the said tract of land, 
although he has often requested him to do so, 

The object therefore of this bill is to specifically enforce 


the said contract and compel the said Boyd D. Miles to make, execute, 





and deliver a deed for the said tract of land described as aforesaid, 
and on his failing and refusing to do so, to have a Commissioner ap= 
pointed for that purpose. 

Your orator alleges that he has fully paid the entire considera- 
tion contracted for, thet he went into and still retains full and 
complete possession of the s4id tract of land, that he cannot be 
compensated in damages for failure of the said Boyd D. Miles to com- 
ply with the said contract. 

The prayer, therefore, of your orator is thet the said Boyd D. 
Miles be made party defendant to this bill of complaint, and be fe- 
quired to answer the same, but not under oath, answer under aath be= 
ing expressly waived, that upon a hearing of this cause the said 
Boyd D. Miles be required to spegifically execute his said contract 
and to execute to your orator a rood and sufficient deed for the 


sgid tract of land, and on failing to do so that a Commissioner fi

Chancery be directed to execute the said deed for the said Boyd D. 


wiles: that the said Boyd D. Miles be reauired to pay the costs of 

this suit, And may all other, further and general relief be granted 

your orator that the nature of his cause and good conscience requires.
